Norton This Morning. 


The Story of Pat Short’s Infamous Connec-

TOPEKA, Kan., July 9.—Henry W. Moore and 
Mre. Norton are stopping atthe Copeland 
Hotel in this city. They arrived here 
at midnight on Saturday night and registered 
atthe Copeland as W. H. Mason and wife 
of Philadelphia. They remained in 
their room all day yesterday 
and this morning, and their identity is known 
to but two persons. 

The Post-DISPATCH correspondent met Mr. 
Moore this afternoon just as he left the dining- 
room of the Copeland Hotelin company with 
Mrs. Norton. 

How do you do, Mr. Moore?’’ said the corre- 


-apondent. Moore looked at the correspond- 


ent fora moment and said, ‘‘Well, you know 
me. Who are you?’’ 

J am the correspondent of the PostT- 
DISPATOH,’’ 


here, did you?’’ 

Then Mr. Moore went on to say that he was 
not running away, that he had régis- 
tered under an assumed name as Mason 
and wife so that the hotel would have 
no trouble. ‘'l-came to Topeka,’’ said 


Mr. Moore, because I thought 
there was no one here who knew me, I intend 


to stay here probably until noon to-morrow 
and will then go West, but I cannot 
tell you what my destination will be. 
I nave made no effort to elude 
the authorities. If they want to 
arrest me they will find me here, 
but I don’t know what they 
can arrest me tor unless it be 
for adultery. There have been grossly false 
statements made in regard to this en- 
counter of mine. I will not make 
a statement at the present time, but the Posr- 
Dispatch of Wednesday or Thursday 


will have a full statement from 
me. I desire to correct the lies which have 
been sent broadcast. The idea that we took 
$40,000 with us or that Mrs. Norton had $40,000 
is preposterous. Yes, Il have seen the state- 
ment that my wife has left Manitou for St. 
Louls. I may be in St. Lotis myself before the 
end of the week. 

What direction will you go from Topeka?’’ 

‘*‘ITcannot tell you. I did not expect to be 
discovered here, but I am going to 
leave to-morrow noon for the West if I am 
net arrested before that. Mrs. Norton went 
to ber room as soon as she found that they 
had been discovered and refused to be inter- 
viewed. 

ARRESTED. 

At 3:20 o’clock Moore and Mrs. Norton were 
arrested by the Chief of Police on 
the charge of grand larceny. 
They were both in their room 
at the Copeland when the officer ap- 
peared. Mrs. Norton broke down com- 
pletely and shrieked and cried. Moore at- 
tempted to comfort her, but she wouid 
not listen to him. They will not be taken to 
jail, but will be guarded intheirroom atthe 
Copeland until St. Louis officials arrive.

In the 
afternoon your correspondent sent in hie card 
for an interview and be was cordially 
admitted. Mrs. Brooks gnd her daughter 
were seated in the ladies“ parlor, and both 
appeared glad of an opportunity to speak 
with some one belonging to the city 
concerning the object of their visit. They 
both look careworn and troubled. The near 
approach ofthe execution of herson bears 
heavily upon the mother’s mind, and her sad- 
neas of heart and depression of spirite are 
strongly indicated in her general appearance. 
To your correspandent she said: ‘‘We have 


come a long distance to appeal 
to the Governor for justice in 
behalf of my doy. 1am sure 


that he never ¢ommitted willful murder. It 
was never in his heart to doit.

He 
has not seen his mother since Saturday and 
his sister since Friday, the latter having been 
unable to call with her mother Saturday on 
account of a sick headache. Maxwell's 
attorneys are also in Jefferson City, 
80 that the little prisoner has 
not seen either of them to-day.

Pennsylvania miner is compelled to pay 
a large rent for the poor hut ina 
Mr. Rogers bas given 
us arow of the hovelsin which the miners 
live, on the slope of a bare mountain over the 
emoking coke evens. Itis not necessary to 
describe the villages, or the houses whieh 
compose them. They are no pleasanter, 
wholesomer or more decent than the bomes of 
the miners of anthracite coal. he Hithy 
savage from Central Europe is also here. 
There is no instruction for the children, 
and no hope for the fathers. he onty der- 
ence is that the bituminous miners live 
in the high mountains and nearer to nature, 
whose gloom sinks into the souls of all who 
are net free enough from care to detect and 
enjoy ite beauties. For these hovels the aver- 
age rent is {amonth. In England the miner 
hus no rent to pay. In Pennsylvania the 
miner pays for all that he gets; in £ngtand his 
coal is free. When to these expenses is 
added the higher cost ef the necesseries 
of life, the difference between the wages in 
Pennsylvania and in England is wiped out, or, 
if it exists at all, it is in favor of the English 
miner. The system of company stores’ robs 
the wage-worker of an amount of money that 
itis tmpossible to calculate; but enough is 
known to warrant the inference that 
who, foreed by eircumstances, is obliged 
to accept store orders or deal at the ‘compuny 
store’ is atthe mercy of hisemployer.’’ Ex- 
perience bas not shown that this is a tender 
merey. It a miner is employed for the full 
month he may come out with a trifling balance 
m his favor. If he does not spend that 
balance at the store he cannot stand 
well with the boss. As likel as 
not he will be told to lie off, and work will not 
be given him agatn until his account at the 
store eguais or surpasses the balance in his 
favor. Sometimes a men is ordered to sto 
work in the middle of a month if he is 
making too much money, and it is oftenest 
the case that a miner in this 

ot Pennsylvania does not see any money 
for several months atatime, His receipts for 
the rent of the company’s hovel in which h 
lives and for hie aceount at the company’ 
store balance the eredits for his work, or 
leave him alittle in debt. If there is no com- 
pany store at the mine, there is very likely 
an arrangement with a store in a neighbor- 
ing town or village. Orders are iven 
by the operators to their miners on these 
stores, and they are cashed at the tiberai dis- 
count of 6orT percent. If the miners com- 
plain of thelr ot or are insubordinate, they 
are discharged and put upon the black list, 
and the black list is a terror to them. A man 
whose name is on it finds ft almost impossible 
to get employment. He wanders trom mine 
to mine only to find that he is marked, and 
that his mark may be read by any bess to 
whom he may apply. 

One sees the seamy side of human nature in 
the bituminous regions of Pennsylvania as it 
may be seen nowhere else in this country. 
The degraded people of the city tenements are 
volunteers in the army of idlers, but many of 
the men of the Allegheny Mountains 
are industrious and 
are slaves, however, of 
dishonest tyranny, which is irresponsibie, 
und is intrenched in the multitude of those 
whom it oppresses. There are bright spots in 
this region, but they are very tew. In no 
other part of the country does selfishness ruie 
with so high and cruel a hand, nor does 
degradation follow se loyally.

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UIILIZING TOADSTOOLS. 


The Africans Worship Them and Asiate 
Get Drunk on Them. 


From Lippincott’s Magazine. 

The Ostiaks, the Kamtchadales and other in- 
habitants of Asiatic Russia find in one of the 
gill-bearing family—the Amanita moscarius— 
the exhileration and madness that more civil- 
ized nations demand and receive of aicohol, 
and enjoy a narcotiem from its extract as se- 
ductive as that of opium. The Fiji Islanders 
are indebted te teadstools strung on a string 


for girdles, which alone prevent them from 
being classed among the poor and naked, 
and their sole esthetie occupation lies in or- 
namenting their limited wardrobe, The Fiji 
fishermen, especially, value them highly be- 
cause they are waterproof (). 
Cerdier tells us that the n of the 
West of Africa exalt a certain kind of bolétus 
to the sacredness of a God and bow down in 
worship before it. For this reason Afzelius 
has named this variety boletus sacer. 

A French chemist has extracted war from 
the milk-giving kind, but has not stated the 
price of candles made from it. Others of this 
delving fraternity have shown that toadstools 
may be used in the manufacture of Prussian 
blue instead of blood, fer, like certain animal 
matter, they furnish pruassic acid. As fungi, 
aftey the manner of ail animal life, breathe 
oxygen and throw off carbonic acid gas, their 
flesh partakes of animal rather than vegetable 
nature. 

In their decomposition they are capital fer- 
tilizers of surrounding plants, and in seasons 
when they are plentiful it will repay the agri- 
culturist to make use of them as manure. 
According to Linngus the Laps delizhtea in 
the perfume of some species and carried them 
upon their persons that they might be the 
more attractive. Linneus exclaims: O Ve- 
nus! thou that seareely sufficest thyself in 
other countries with jewels, diamonds 
precious stones, gold, purple, music and 
spectacle, art here satisiied with a simple 
toadstool!’’ 

A variety of boletus—a tube-bearing species 
is powdered and used as a protector of cioth- 
ing against insects. The agaricus muscarivus 
constitutes a well-known poison to the com- 
mon house-fly, It intoxicates them to sucha 
degree that th@ can be swept up and de- 


stroyed. 

Certain polyporei—those large, dry, corky 
growths found upon logs and‘ trees—when 
roperly seasoned, sliced and beaten, en 6 
urge manulactories in producing from them 
the punk of commerce, used by the surgeon 
for the arrest of hemorrhage, the artist for his 
shading-stump, and the Fourth of Jnly urehin 
for his pyrotechnic purposes. 

A es of polyporus is used in Italy as 
scrubbing brushes. In countries where fire-

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WITH WIDE OPEN DOORS. 
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THE WAY NUMBERS OF SALOONS WERE 
RUN YESTERDAY. 


“A New Move by Which the Saloon-Keepers 
Hope to Avoid the Penalties of the Down- 
ing Law—What the Temperance People 
Think of the Plan—A Talk With Wm. C. 
Wilson—Police Commissioner Blair and 
Collector Sexton Discuss the Topic. 


A large number of saloon-keepers whose li- 
censes expired on July 1 and havenot been re- 
newed kept their saloons open yesterday and 
did a flourishing business. They have not re- 
newed their licenses for the reason that they 
cannot be prosecuted for Sunday selling un- 
der the State law as long as they do not have 
licenses, as the law applies to dramshop- 
keepers, and it has been held in Judge Noo- 
man’s court that an unlicensed seller is not a 
dramshop-keeper. Information against the fol- 
lowing saloon-keepers was secured by the po- 
lice yesterday and charges of selling without 
licenses will be preferred against them: Con-

Vice-President of the Police Board, was seen 


and said: 

„The Chief of Police has been instructed to 
institute cases in the Police Court against all 
those saloon-keepers who kept open yester- 
duy without a license, and that is all the action 
the board could take.’’ 

„In case the offenders are convicted will 
they be debarred from taking out a license for 
two years as the law provides?’’ 

„That 1 do not know. The duty of the Po- 
ice Commissioners is simpiy to see that vio- 
aters of vhe law are prosecuted. As regards 

their forfeiture of the right to renew their i- 
censes, that matter rests entirely with the 
Collector. Judging from the manner in which 
cases of this kind have been handled in the 
past 1 do not believe that any saloon-keeper 
will be compelled to close up if he is willing 
to renew his license. Usually the course pur- 
sued dy the Collector in such cases is to ac- 
cept the statement made by the of- 
saloon-keeper in regard to 
the reasons why he did not take 
out a license and to recommend thatthe case 
be dismissed onfpayment of costs by defendant 
who, on that disposal of the prosecution is 
willing to take out a license. Mr. xton 
seems to think that it is better forthe welfare 
of the city to nurse these kind of cases thamto 
come uown on the offenders with both feet, so 
to speak, but I believe the interest of the 
city would be better served by a stringent 
application of the letter of the law. But that 
is none of my business; the Police Commis- 
siouers duty ends when the offenders are made 
to appear in court. 
OOLLECTOR R. CLAY SEXTON 
when approached on the subject spoke as fol- 
lows: Ido not think it proper to apply the 
law in a way that would upvecessarily harass 
any of our citizens, but of course an open de- 
fiance of the law must be met by punishment. 
As you are aware, there are a number of 
Suloon-keepers who have not renewed their 
licenses which expired on July 8. Many in- 
tend to do so in a very short 
time, and meanwhile are complying 
with the laws regulating the liquor trafiic. 
These men Iwonld not wish to harass, but 
whena saloon-keeper cites the fact that he 
has not obtained a renewa! of his license asa 
reason why he can disregard the Sunday law, 
such a man, of course, will be prosecuted for 
seiling without a license, the fine for which is 
larger than that imposed for a violation of the 
Downing law. Wen I saw in the papers re- 
ports of the meeting held by saloon-keepers 
at . Hall, Friday er noon, 
for the purpose of organizing a 
a movement to keep open the saloons Sunday 
in deflance of the Sunday law, I immediately 
prepared a list of those who took part in the 
meeting and had not renewed their licenses 
and sent it to City Attorney Butler, with in- 
structions to bring cases against them. I 
have also clipped from the morning papers 
the names of those parties reported by the 
police as having sold liquor yesterday, and 
will send them to the City Attorney to-day 
with the same instructions.

A TERRIFIC STORM. 


THE STREETS OF KANSAS CITY TRANS- 
FORMED INTO RAGING TORRENTS. 


Houses Wrecked and Lives Endsngered— 
Loss of Lite at Parkersburg, W. Va.— 
Heavy Damage—Three Men Killed by a 
Boiler Explosion—The Adams Basin Dis- 
aster—Casualties. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., July 9.—A terrific rain- 
storm swept down on the city last night at 10 
o’clock and continued for forty minutes with 
all the fury ofacloud burst. Thousands of 
dollars damage was done. Houses were 
flooded and washed away along the tor- 
tuous channel of the O. K. Creek, and 
at 1 o’clock this morning four children were 
reported missing, two of them being Etnel and 
George, children of Mr. and Mrs. James A. 
Williamson of Twenty-third and Vine streets. 
The children were subsequently found on 
the high bank, whither they had clam- 
bered for safety. At Twenty-third and 
Vine streets, O. K. Creek, was like a moun- 
tain torrent. It lifted three frame houses 
from their foundations and filled them with 
eight feet of water. 

A RESCUING PARTY 


was organized by J. B. Brinkley 
of Twenty-fourth and Vine streets, 
and the families imperiled were 


rescued. Geo. D. White, a mechanic living 
at Twenty-third street and Tracy avenue, 
slipped on a muddy bank and was precipi- 
tated in the roaring stream. He was dashed 
from side to side of the channel for a distance 
of 200 yards and finally managed to clamber 
out more dead than alive. He was 
severely bruised and cut on the ledges of rock 
in the channel. Eighteenth street was flooded 
to a depth of from three and one-half to four 
feet between Vine and Campbell streets. While 
the rain was descending it resembled a river. 
cellars were filled and first floors stood four 
feet below the water. Foundations were weak- 
ened and frame buildings ground and tottered 
from the pressure of water. The sky was 
black and the night was almost impenetrable 
to the eye. In the ravines where the creek did 
so much damage. The rescuing party had 
a great deal of difficulty in accomplishing its 
work expeditiously and at the same time with 
safety. Wm. A. Brown of Twenty-first Harri- 
son streets, who ventured out without a lan- 
tern to the assistance of some relatives in the 
wrecked house 
PLUNGED INTO A RAVINE 

almost eighteen feet deep and barely escaped 
serious injury. People living along Eigh- 
teenth street in the flooded district were wild 
with fright and either hurried into the street 


or sought upper stories. During the 
excitement Mrs. E. A. Shady of 
105 East Eighteenth street plunged 
through a broken sidewalk into six 


feet of water in the cellar of T. H. Kay’s un- 
dertaking establishment. She was barely 
saved from drowning by Mr. Kay bimseif, whe 
saw the accident. In the ravine between 
Forest and Tracey avenues, at Twenty- 
second street, the water rushed down tor 
ward the Helt line tracks with the 
velocity of a flood in a mountain canon. It is 
about sixty feet below the level of Tracey ave- 
nue at that point and numerous nouses have 
recently been built midway up the hillside. 
In the bottom of the hollow tent- 
ers had taken up their abode, 
although they were awake at the 
time the rain began to fall it was much as they 
could do to get up the hillside in safety with 


out saving their effecta. A number 
of them owned teams and managed 
to cut them loose and allow them 


to escape as bestthey could. George Busiey 
and his family had a narrow escape from 
drowning. Mr. Bushey’s store was flooded 
while he was asleep. His wife and 
child slept in an adjoining room. Not 
until the water had washed over their bed and 
cot, carrying their child screaming through 
the doorway amid boxes and barrels, did 
the parents realize the full situation. 
Mr. Bushey and his wife finally succeeded in 
rescuing the little girl, though not before she 
had been almost strangled by the rushing, 
muddy water. Many other narrow escapes 
are reported. The loss will probably reach

Two Fatalities. 


PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 9.—Two de- 
structive storms have visited this section dur- 
ing the past two days. Rain with thunder, 
lightning and hail, and violent winds swept a 
territory within aradius of thirty-five miles, 
doing a large amount of damage. A ride 
through the territory showed bridges swept 
away, buildings and fences down, and crops 


in a deplorable condition. This is de-

To lay 
with one hand the power of the Government 
on the property of the citizen and with the 
other bestow it upon favored individuals to 
aid private enterprises and build up private 
fortunes is none the less robbery because it is 
done under the ferms of the law and is calied 
taxation. 

The perpetration of such a robbery by 
direct bounties from the Treasury to fa- 
vored individuals or classes would be per- 
mitted neither by the courts nor by the 
people. But a tariff tax which merely 
prevents imports and puts no money into 
the Treasury may enable a manufactur- 
ers’ combine to collect immense bounties 
from consumers, and not only will the 
courts sustain such a tax, but the Repub- 
lican party can persuade millions of voters 
that the robbery is a protection to them 
and a magnificent contribution to their 
prosperity.

A BOTHERSOME BURGLAR, 


Wifliem Sprague and the Trouble He is Max- 
ing at Jefferson City. 

William Sprague, alias George Herman, alias 
Graham, the celebrated South End burglar 
who was sent to the penitentiary at Jefferson 
Otty for seven years, is making a record fcr 
himseli there. Hois the burglar caught by 
Officer Pat Hannon on Autumn street about 
o’clock one morning in the gangway 
of Special Officer Zeigler’s house. Hannon 
had entered for the of awkening 
Zeigler, who had — 2 attend to at an 
early hour. Sprague’s wife was with him, but 
escaped. She was arrested later at their 
home near Seventh and Rutger streets, and 

lander to the value of $2,000 or more was 
ound in the house. It was identified by 
numerous parties, and it developed that 
Sprague had committed over twenty bur- 

lar les within a vear. Nearly all the places 


0 4 were loca within a 
limited district on the south side. 
Tae launder taken consisted of all 


sorts of goods, from household furniture and 
jewelry to groceries. Even tidies were taken 
off the chairs by them. A man named George 
Meyers was arrested as Sprague’s accomplice 
in some of the burglaries. Sprague himself 
pleaded guilty and received the sentence 
above mentioned—seven years in the peni- 
tentiary. A nolle prosequi was entered in the 
eases — his wife, and Meyers has not yet 
been tried. 

From the day Sprague ente the Peniten- 
tiary he has given the authorities there trou- 
ble. He refused to go to work in the saddle- 
tree shop, stating that he could not stand it; 
but that he was willing to work in the shoe 
shop. This was evidence to the prison au- 
thorities that Sp e had done time. And so 
he had, and a great deal of it, having spent 
nearly halt his life in prison. He served a 
long term in the meagre nyt (Pa.) Penitentiary 
and was in various other prisons, having com- 
menced his career of crime when quite young. 
Several times Sprague has given the prison 
authorities trouble and he soon established 
for himseif the reputation of being the most 
troublesome man in the penitentiary. He re- 
fuses to work or do anything. Deputy-Sheriff 
Skidmore, who has just returned froin Jeffer- 
son City, where he brought some prisoners, 
says that Sprague attempted to make bis es- 
cape afew nights ago. He got out of his cell, 
but as he was passine a guard was shot in the 
arm and captured. Sprague is now in solitary 
confinement. Some of the authorities there 
think he is not of sound mind. It is believed 
he is laying this asa ruse to get himself 
placed in the hospital, from which escape is 
more easy. All he has to do there is to pry 
open a bar and slide down the side of tue 
building, there being no wall outside of it, as 
there is about the rest of the prison. 


A FATAL BROW. 


One Hotel Keeper Shoots and Kills Another 
in Texas.

Navasora, Tex., July 9.—Last night at 10:20 
o'clock Moses M. Camp, a hotel keeper, was 
shot and instantly killed at the Union Depot 
by James 8. and Seth Mooring, father and 
son, J. 8.

JUDGE VALLIANT’S THE SOLE CIVIL TRI 
BUNAL IN SESSION. 


Irresponsibility of a Husband Who Was 
Tenant Only by Courtesy — Mrs. Wm. 
Wengler Seeks a Separation — Three 
Thousand Dollars Wanted for a Broken 
Arm— The City Appeals to the Supreme 
Court—Notes. 


Judge Valliant, whose court was the only 
one in session this morning, handed down a 
written opinion in the case of Bailey vs. Lind- 
say that is interesting.

A Bold Attempt to Steal the Sixty-Ninth 
Regiment Picnic Fund.

A REIGN OF TERROR. 


WHICH PREVAILED IN THE TERRITORY 
DURING THE CHEROKEE TROUBLES. 


The Civilized Tribes at the Mercy of Bands 
of Robbers Thin!y Disguised as Officers of 
the Law—A Systematic Course of Kobbery 
and Crime—Men Tortured by the Lash 
Until They Surrendered All They Had— 
Many Die Under the Infliction—Hundreds 
Killed by Mock Court-Martials—White 
Desperadoes the Leaders in the Disorders 
—Terrible Condition of the Peaceful In- 
dians. 


Harvey T. Wickliffe of Caddo, I. T., who is 
acting as agent fora large Cincinnati dry goods 
house, said to a Post-DisPaTcu reporter at the 
Laclede: I have just returned from a busi- 
ness trip through the Creek and Cherokee na- 
tions, and found matters there in a far 
better condition than they have been 
for months past. A good deal has 
been published about the treuble that recent- 
ly prevailed in the Indian Territory, but no 
adequate idea has been given of tbe terrible 
condition into which the struggle for suprem- 
acy among the different factions of the Chero- 
kees threw the entire territory, or at least the 
greater part of it. The laws are lax enough at 
any rate, and from the sparsely settled condi- 
tion of the country unusually difficult of en- 
forcement. When to this was added what 
really amounted toa civil war of a guerilla 
nature you can imagine what the state of the 


country was. 
ORGANIZED ROBBERY. 


Bands of bandits rode about at thelr own 
sweet will, representing themselves as officers 
holding under one or the other government, 
and did pretty much what they pleased. The 
Indian Territory is a poor country and few of 
the inhabitants have much money, but I be- 
lieve that $50,000 would not cover the amount 
levied as biackmail during the recent troubles. 
This does not include the value of 
horses ‘impressed,’ that is stolen, 
by these robber bands. The plan they 
pursued was as simple as effective, 


They would ride up to a house, say that they 
were in pursuit of criminals, add demand that 
they be supplied with fresh horses in order to 
continue the chase. They would seldom wait 
for any answer but would round up whatever 
stock wasin sight, take the best horses and 
drive them off, leaving a worthless receipt in 
payment. This was the most innocent of 
their proceedings, and was applied to those 
who were not supposed to have any money. 
When a nian was credited, Whether truly or 
falsely, with the possession of ready cash, he 
bad to make for the large towns if he 
wished to escape imminent peru. If such a 
man was caught bya band of robbers, who 
took advantage of the disturbed condition of 
the country to ply their nefarious trade, he 
would be arrested on a charge of murder and 
a mock drum-head court martial held upon 
him. Imprisonment is unknown as a pun- 
ishment among the civilized tribes of 
the Indian ‘Territory, but two sentences 
ever being imposed by the Indian courts, 
flogging and death by shooting. The accused 
would always be condemmec by the self-con- 
stituted court and sentenced either to the bul- 
let or to 100 lashes, which is almost equivalent 
todeath. After the sentence had been im- 
posed the accused would be led aside 
and informed that if he would 
show his loyalty to the Government 
by the loan of a sum of money, the amount of 
which was measured by his estimated ability 
to pay, he would escape the penalty of his 
alleged crimes, otherwise the judgment of the 
court would be carried into effect. Shooting 
was seldom imposed by the court, the possi- 
bilities of torture breaking the spirit of a man, 
and the sentence to the lash being believed 
to be more effective in attaining the end aimed 
at than the threat of death. 
MEN FLOGGED TO DEATH. 

I a man proved unwilling or unable to pay 
the amount demanded, his persecutors tied 
him up, and proceeded to administer a terri- 
ble castigation. The implement of torture 
used was . always a small, pointed 
cowhide, about thirty inches long, as thick as 


a man’s finger atthe butt, and tapering to a 
fine point. This instrument, simple as 
it seems, is one of the most fearful! 


whips ever made. The tough cowhide will 
curl round a man's ribs like a snake, tearinz 
away the skin, and laying open the flesh as a 
knife would do at every blow. An old man 
who has for years been a customer of mine 
showed me his back abouta monthago. He 
had been caught on an outlying farm by the 
bandits, who demanded a ransom of $300 from 
him. He declared he could not pay it, was 
tied up and * twenty lashes, when he 
weakened, and produced the money from a 
boxin which he had been hoardingit. He 
had nearly $700 in the box, all of which 
the robbers took. His back, even when I saw 
it, which was months after the occurrence, 
was a terrible sight. The flesh was raised in 
knots and ridges wherever the cruel lash had 


struck, and he told me that some of the 
strokes had actually laid bare the 
ribs. Many men who could not 
produce the sum required died under 


the punishment; fully five hundred were 
flogged, and scores were shot, either by 
sentence of the pretended court-martial, or 
wit teven this formality. No one ever will 
know the extent of those atrocsities, as means 
of communication and facilities for circulating 
news are in a very rudimentary condition in 
the Indian Territory, butthe outrages com- 
mitted could be numbered by the thousands. 
WHITE OUTLAWS THE LEADERS. 
„What is most humiliating to a white 
man, continued Mr. Wickliffe, is the fact 
that the leaders of these bands and the major- 
ity of their members were renegade Ameri- 
cans. The troubles among the Cherokees 


called out the most lawless set in what 
is probably the most lawless section 
of this count the northeastern 


ry, 
corner of the Indian Territory, a refuge for all 
the desperadoes of the surrounding country. 
These ruffians streamed out all over the Terri 
tory and formed common cause with the most 
degraded whites that can be found anywhere; 
those who have married into the Indian tribes 
and been adopted bythem; the ‘squaw men,’ 
as they are called. These fellows would join 
hands with the desperadoes, the worst 
of the Indians would also come 
to them, and as bad a band as can well be 
imagined would set out on its plundering 
and murdering career. Not only was robber 
their object, but private grudges were paid o 
in a most complete and thorough manner, and 
for two months these men had matters prac- 
tically their own way. When the troubles 
were settied the robbers disappeared, but not 
before they had done more damage than can 
be repaired in a year.

THE O’DONNKLL-“TIMES” SUIT. 


Mr. Frank Byrno Makes a Strong Denial of 
the Charges Against Him. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-DisPaTca. 

NEw YorK,July 9.—Mr. Frank Byrne’s name 
having again been used in connection with the 
O' Donnell- Nimes libel suit by the London Times 
and by Parnell and McCarthy in the House of 
Commons, a reporter interviewed Mr. Byrne 
yesterday. 

Is it true, asked the reporter, that Mr. 
Farnell, as charged by the Times, supplied 


you with funds to esvape from England, lest 
ou should have to stand ‘trial for complicity 
u the Pha@nix Park assassinations?’’ 

‘The statement is absolutely false. The 
facts of the case are that in the winter of 62 I 
was confined in bed several weeks, and when 
able to be out was ordered by my medical at- 
tendant to goto the south of France for my 
health. While there I heard for the first time 
of the accusations made against me and im- 
mediately came to Paris to be near England 
and to watch the course of events more 
closely. So far from being in want of funds, I 
am in possession of a good share of money of 
my own, and besides J had a considerable sum 
belonging to the National League of Great 
Britain, and this, accompanied by a balance 
sheet, I forwarded to the Treasurer of the or- 
ganization in London.’’ 

Why did you not return to London and 
stand your trial?’’ 

Oh, I know enough of the fashion in which 
trials of such a character are usually con- 
ducted to believe that I could not ssibly 
escape conviction if once brought within the 
power of the English Government.“ 

‘*What do you know of the so-calied Byrne 
letter?“ 

Absolutely nothing. During my term of 
service as General Secretary of the various 
Irish political organizations in Great Britain 
many letters of a purely business character 
passed between Parnell, McCarthy and my- 
self. Idon’teven know if the letter spoken 
of was supposed to have been written to me 
or by me, the dispatch referring to it being so 
vague. 

Did you ever receive a check for £100 from 
Mr. McCurthy?’’ 

J can’t recollect now receiving such a 
check, but it is not improbable. I would like 
to know the date ot the check in question, 
when I could very probably say under what 
circumstances it was given me. It certainly 
was never given for any personal purpose of 
my own.’’ 

‘*What about the testimonial to you for 
which Parnell! says he subscribed?’’ 

I know of no such testimonial. A commit- 
tee with the object of presenting me with such 
a compliment was formed, but I replied to the 
effect that was not in need of such 
a token of appreciation of my services 
and would refuse to accept so long as there 
were starving people in Donegal, to help 
whom the money could be more worthily used. 
This letter of mine was read in the House of 
Commons by McCarthy whenI was charged 
with ro in the Phoenix Park tragedy, 
andI well recollect the words he used, ‘Is 
this the sort of man you accuse of murder?“ 

What is your opinion of the suspicion said 
to be entertained by the Irish members that it 
was Tynan, supposed to be ‘No. 1,’ who sup- 
plied the information to the Times? 

Jam glad you put that question. It isa 
monstrous statement and Ican’t believe that 
the Irish members harbor such a suspicion. It 
is a horrible charge to make against any man, 
and I am perfectly satisfied that if Tynan were 
in possession of any letters or documents of 
the League, he would be incapable of putting 
them to such use. But asa matter of fact, it 
would be morally impossible for Tynan to 
have any such information. Why, he was not 
even a member of the League. It’s a foul 
charge by whomsoever originated. I shall 
make it — business to get the copies of the 
Times covering the days of the sham trial that 
i may get fulier information concerning the 
Byrne letter and other matters, when I shail 
probably have something wore to say.

ALMOST WITHOUT PARALLEL,

DETROIT, Mich., July 9.—There has just 
been brought to public notice here a 16-year- 
old forger whose career is almost withont a 
parallel.

If we do not receive your draft by 3 o’clock we will 
foreclose. 

For these and many other like attempts to 
get money the girl had but one excuse—that 
she had told her mother she was at work, get- 
ting $ a week—and therefore she felt obliged 
to obtain at least that amount of money in 
that way each week.
